The rolling bridge 
survives at the BSA 


Since the mid-19th century, the Fort Point 
Channel has offered observers a veritable 
museum of uniquely engineered movable 
bridges. The last of these still in operation (at 
Old Northern Avenue) is about to be re- 
placed by a fixed, concrete span. 


As the new structure rises over the Channel, 
Boston's design and preservation commu- 
nity is wondering whether the threatened 
demolition of other surviving spans will de- 
prive the district of its most distinguished 
historical signifier — the mechanical through- 
truss drawbridge. 


Collectively, the Channel bridges continue to 
reinforce an historic marine and mercantile 
identity with in a region currently poised for 
unprecedented growth. How then might the 
bridges be saved and made integral to the 
new landscape ? Although each bridge is 
eligible for listing on the National Register of 
Historic Places, no comprehensive preser- 
vation or re-use plan has been presented. 


From May 9 to June 24, the BSA hosts an 
exhibit of archival prints in which the varied 
technical elements of each bridge are docu- 
mented. The prints, by Boston photographer 
Martin Stupich, are evocative tools through 
which local architects, engineers, and pres- 
ervationists can better appreciate the histori- 
cal and cultural value of these urban arti- 
facts.

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State endorses “urban 
ring” possibilities 





Throughout his term as BSA President a few 
years ago, David Lee FAIA devoted his ef- 
forts to the grander vision of Boston's future, 
a future marked not only by visionary urban 
design but also by visionary community and 
economic development sensibilities. 


Immediately following the end of his BSA 
presidency, Lee inaugurated a BSA-based 
effort to help New England take advantage of 
the new federal transportation funding avail- 
able through programs such as ISTEA. This 
effort, now called the BSA Infrastructure Com- 
mittee, quickly attracted 30-40 of Boston's 
most thoughtful and most prominent trans- 
portation and economic development wiz- 
ards. This group continues to meet at the 
BSA and elsewhere regularly to help shape 
a new Boston-area transportation link call 
the “urban ring,” which is both a philosophical 
and apractical transit corridor linking Boston, 
Cambridge, Chelsea, Somerville, Brookline, 
and Everett. 


Will it work ? No one, of course, can be sure 
but the State is so taken with the idea that the 
new transportation bond bill moving its way 
through state government includes a pro- 
posal to allocate funds “not to exceed four 
million dollars for the design, environmental 
review, and permitting of a circumferential 
transit corridor” in the towns outlined by 
Lee's Infrastructure Committee. Eventhough 
this bill is not yet law, the MBTA is already 
testing a “ring” bus system.

Do you have any idea 
what “sustainable design” 
is ? 





Although we have been talking about sus- 
tainable design for some time now, there is 
no doubt that we all have slightly different 
perceptions of what that means. And even if 
we think we know what it means, do we know 
how to implement basic sustainable design 
principles ? 


To the momentary rescue comes Gregg 
Ander AIA, an architect in California who 
provides in the latest issue of Earthword, a 
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checklist for sustainable architectural de- 
sign. Ander provides a glossary of the basic 
concepts and a sustainable design activities 
checklist moving form pre-design to sche- 
matic design, design development, construc- 
tion documents, bid negotiations and con- 
tracting, construction, building commission- 
ing and move-in, post-occupancy evalua- 
tion, and building re-use/renovation or demo- 
lition.

The “green office” is here 
... almost 





The October 1993 issue of Skylines, the 
magazine for the Building Owners and Man- 
agers Association International, includes an 
interesting report on what the magazine says 
must be the “most environmentally correct 
office space in Canada.” The building tenant, 
Enterprise Property Group Ltd. of Toronto, 
went beyond “recycling boxes, mugs instead 
of plastic cups and spoons instead of plastic 
coffee stirrers, conserving paper, power and 
water, organic waste shipped off to pig farms 
and so on.” 


Among the extensive steps the company 
took were these: “The drywall has 20% re- 
cycled material; the paper backing is 100% 
recycled. Ceiling tile has 70% recycled con- 
tent... Waste products from steel mills fill up 
wall cavities for insulation rather than taking 
up space in landfills. . . Paints are water- 
based latex for the walls and milk-based or 
otherwise non-biocide or non-fungicide paints 
for highlighting. Lobby and reception area 
walls are finished with a plaster effect rather 
than vinyl or synthetic wall coverings; the 
floors are finished in a hand-poured terrazzo 
that incorporates discarded glass chips from 
the mosaic glass industry. . . Doors were 
taken from unoccupied space and refinished 
with the same water-based stains, lacquers 
and sealers used on the millwork. . . Shelv- 
ing, counters, panels and framing are of MDF 
ll, a medium-density, formaldehyde-free fi- 


ber-board made of waste wood particles or 
sawdust form pulp and paper mills supplied 
from managed forests. . . Carpeting in the 
common areas contain 100% recycled nylon 
fiber from the x-ray and film industry and is 
bonded by water-soluble adhesives with the 
least level of chemicals. Carpeting for private 
offices and meeting rooms is made with fiber 
from 100% recycled pop bottles. The alter- 
native in either case is 100% synthetic nylon. 
...Storage and utility room floors are covered 
with vinyl recycled from car-seat upholstery 
normally dumped in landfill sites. The staff 
lunchroom floor is covered with a linoleum 
derived from the bark of cork-oak trees that 
are replenished every five to seven years in 
sustainably managed forests. . . Flourescent 
reflective lighting is positioned over work 
areas and desks (workstations are equipped 
with task lighting). Full-spectrum soft-light 
tubes eliminate computer-screen glare and 
create a soft-tone color. The net effect was a 
saving of over half the electricity in the light- 
ing conversion alone. Motion detectors and 
light-intensity sensors cut power consump- 
tion even further. . . Perforated venetian 
blinds are hung on the windows for maximum 
natural light and minimum solar heat. New 
tenants will have to settle for that window 
treatment, as part of the landlord’s conver- 
sion to the environmental building standards 
. . . The choice of systems furniture was 
based on environmental criteria (recycling, 
limited packaging, waste management, en- 
ergy and water conservation, air and noise 
pollution, etc.) in its manufacture. New chairs 
are ergonomically designed; meeting-room 
furniture was bought from a financially 
troubled trust company and reconditioned. 
Manufacturers may not be too fond of the 
idea but used furniture saves trees. .. Com- 
puters and telephones at all workstations 
and in all offices reduce the use of paper. If 
any odors or gases do happen to infiltrate the 
office they are filtered by plants especially 
effective for that function. . . Enterprise Prop- 
erty Group has persuaded the environmen- 
tally friendly owners of the 260,000-s.f. build- 
ing to remove ozone-depleting substances 
from the air-conditioning system, fresh-air 
circulation and exhaust ventilation have been 
increased, water consumption and chemi- 
cals used in water treatment systems have 
been reduced; washrooms on the floor used 
by Enterprise have been redesigned to lower 
water and electricity consumption and paper 
— even the new flooring was sealed with a 
water-based sealer. . .

Cost-planning: an effective alternative to bidding 


...and a new Service?

While most design firms are accustomed to 
working with clients to bid their projects, a 
growing number would prefer another type of 
approach in which the designer, contractor, 
and client all come out ahead. Just such a 
technique has been developed — and is be- 
ing practiced —by David Gerstel, President of 
the residential contracting firm Gerstel Con- 
struction (Kensington CA). 


Many design firms refer their home-design 
clients to Gerstel because of the superior 
results he achieves in reconciling the budget 
with the client’s wishes for the building. Gerstel 
calls his technique “cost-planning”. 


Since many architects have found them- 
selves confronted by outraged clients who 
have paid thousands of dollars for draw-ings 
for a project they cannot afford, it’s not sur- 
prising that design firms are now a major 
resource of Gerstel's client referrals. 


[Gerstel] first has the designer work with the 
client to develop preliminary plans. “I urge 
the designer to keep these first drawings 
simple,” Gerstel says. They should be just 
detailed enough to outline the scope of work. 


“| then study the plans and the site and bring 
in all the necessary subcontractors to price 
their portions of the project, often with allow- 
ances for fixtures if they have not yet been 
specified. 


“| break down all labor, materials, subcon- 
tractor and other costs on my standard esti- 
mating form. | try to be liberal in my estimates 
— a preliminary price that is a few percent 
high is more useful than one that is low. 


“As | work up the estimate, | record assump- 
tions regarding structural components, ar- 
chitectural details, and allowances for fin- 
ishes and fixtures. 


“| read [the client and the designer] the as- 
sumptions, revise any that are mistaken, and 
change my estimate accordingly. 


“| present the estimate and assumptions to 
the client. We typically explore every re- 
motely promising idea for cuts. | then price 
the cuts and then send the [estimates of all 
alternatives] back to the client who selects 
from among them. 


“The designer produces full working draw- 
ings incorporating the cuts. | do a detailed 
final estimate. 
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“When more redesign and repricing are nec- 
essary, | charge an additional fee (in case 
nothing is built).” 


[Gerstel believes] the bidding process is a 
far-from-perfect way to ensure a successful 
project [for several reasons]: 

+ Although the idea is to build at the lowest 
price, that hasn't always been the result, 
particularly when business was booming and 
contractors tended to bid high. “One archi- 
tect figures that seven out of 10 times, com- 
petitive bidding produces a lower price for 
construction —which is to say that three times 
out of 10 it does not,” Gerstel says. 

+ Bids are difficult to evaluate. “Apples to 
apples” comparisons are virtually impossible 
and most clients have no way to determine 
whether the bidders are competent, ethical, 
or even truly available for the project. 

* Competitive bidding drives down quality. 
In a competitive-bid situation, design firms 
may not call on the best contractors because 
of [the design firms’] concerns about cost. 

* Design often costs more in bid jobs. As 
Gerstel points out: “One large [architecture] 


- firm in my area raises its [design fees] from 


8% of construction costs [in the case of 
negotiated jobs] to as much as 20% when 
drawings are being produced for competitive 
bid.” That firm believes it must do this to 
ensure the intended quality is achieved. 

+ All bids may come in way over budget. 
This is especially common with first-time 
buyers of mid- and high-priced homes and 
inexperienced buyers of non-residential build- 
ings. 


Why cost-planning works better than bid- 
ding: 

* Since the design firm, contractor, and 
Gerstel jointly make decisions throughout 
the design process, the job comes in as close 
to budget as possible. 

* With new materials and techniques being 
introduced so rapidly, it has become difficult 
for architects accurately to estimate a job at 
the start of design. 

+ It's a way for design firms to get their 
clients’ jobs on the schedule of the best 
builders, many of whom, at least in good 
times, have waiting lists of clients. 

The cost of cost-planning 
Estimating requires creating and maintain- 
ing a database of unit costs. It also involves 
learning a new skill. All of this costs money. 
Charging nothing for cost-planning, says 
Gerstel — whose typical fee is 1.5% to 2% of 
construction costs — would make it little more 
than bidding by another name. 


“The fee is intended not so much as a source 
of income but to protect me from exploitation 


as a free estimating source,” says Gerstel, 
who has used cost-planning on everything 
from $15,000 repair jobs to $250,000 remod- 
eling jobs to $800,000 new homes. 


Although few design firms will decide to 
perform this service —construction cost-plan- 
ning is in the domain of contractors — some 
will see a practice-expansion opportunity by 
teaming with an expert cost-planner. It’s one 
of these rare situations [in which] the de- 
signer, the contractor, and the client all will 
come out ahead. 


Pick a Governor !

Are you aware of these 
developments in 
lead-paint legislation ? 


According to the Environmental Protection 
Agency Office of Pollution Prevention and 
Toxics, several states have filed legislation 
relating to the reduction of lead hazards 
since Congress passed the Residential Lead- 
Based Paint Hazard Reduction Act in 1992. 
Prior to the passage of that law, eight states 
had laws aimed at the prevention of lead 
poisoning (California, Connecticut, Illinois, 
Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, Minnesota, 
and Rhode Island). Since 1992, four addi- 
tional states have passed similar laws (Loui- 
siana, Missouri, New Hampshire, and Ver- 
mont). Legislation is pending in New Jersey, 
Ohio, and Wisconsin. For those of us who 
practice in the Northeast, all of the New 
England states now have lead laws that 
include lead-abatement standards and stan- 
dards for training, certification, and accredi- 
tation of abatement professionals. These 
state laws supplement the 1992 OSHA Title 
X Worker Protection Act, which was effective 
in June 1993 and applies to all types of 
renovation and demolition projects, not just 
residential properties with children under the 
age of seven.

major efforts: a new planning effort focusing 
on the Harbor and the transportation bond 
bill being considered on Beacon Hill.

Board members Steve Cecil AIA and Eliza- 
beth Ericson AIA are leading Harbor “Harbor 
Visions,” the working title of a six-month 
planning process that will culminate in a 
charrette in late September designed to elicit 
planning ideas for Boston Harbor. Cecil and 
Ericson are joined in this community-wide 
effort by numerous other regional institutions 
and organizations (see story on page 5). 


The Board provided written support (along 
with many individual BSA members and firms) 
for the transportation bond bill, which in- 
cludes funds for a proposed study of the 
“urban ring” notion promulgated by the BSA 
Infrastructure Committee chaired by David 
Lee FAIA (see story on p. 8). 


In other action, the Board: 

* expressed strong verbal and written sup- 
port for the engineering community's effort to 
promote qualifications-based selection (QBS) 
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of designers on state projects; 

* unanimously endorsed Board Member Ron 
Axelrod AIA’s proposed redraft of the De- 
partment of Public Safety Final Affidavit Form, 
a proposal forwarded to the Department of 
Public Safety; 

* adopted a Membership Committee pro- 
posal to create a new, greatly enhanced 
level of Corporate Affiliate Membership in 
the BSA in order to strengthen the architec- 
tural community's links to allied professions; 
* endorsed a proposal by Vice-President 
Elizabeth Padjen FAIA that the BSA spear- 
head an effort by Boston cultural institutions 
to assemble an exhibit on Boston for inclu- 
sion in an international conference in 
Barcelona (one of Boston’s sister cities) on 
“New Life in Old Cities,” an attempt to define 
a vision for the future of cities around the 
globe.

Upon entering the facility, | immediately noticed 
that the landlord's maintenance man was cutting 
down old, exposed steam-lines with a Sawz-All 
and dropping the lines on the vinyl asbestos tile 
floors. The lines were insulated with what ap- 
peared to be air-cell type asbestos insulation, and 
there was dust everywhere. | quickly vacated the 
premises and advised the client not to enter into a 
lease with the landlord under any circumstances 
without comprehensive testing for asbestos. The 
EPA's National Emission Standards for Hazard- 
ous Air Pollutants and State regulations clearly 
were being ignored and there existed significant 
potential for liability claims from commercial abut- 
ters, workers, and visitors. 


Also recently we were asked to provide a code 
analysis on a small commercial building that was 
under renovation. Upon site investigation, we again

observed suspect air-cell asbestos pipe insulation 
on heating lines and in piles of debris being dis- 
turbed by the renovation activities. In both in- 
stances, the likely presence of asbestos being 
disturbed by renovation activities came as an 
apparent surprise to the workmen performing the 
work and the building owners. 


Architects and engineers should be vigilant and 
should not get roped into such situations. The EPA 
fines are punitive at $25,000 per count per day 
and, if you stamp any part of the project, you might 
well find yourself a responsible party. As a general 
rule, any building that is being renovated or demol- 
ished must be inspected for the presence of as- 
bestos before work commences.
